Today's Subject: "The National Teenage Crime Problem" 

Looking at the national crime statistics it would seem people 
don’t have as much to fear from the hardened criminal as from 
the 15 year old, ‘dead end kid” type. Here are some alarming 
facts that will be of interest to all parents: 

1, Of all arrests made the most frequent age is 15. 

2. Children in the 11-16 age group commit half of ALL 
property offenses. 

3. Young people, under 25, are responsible for 88% of 
all car thefts. 

4. One out of every nine teenagers will appear before a 
juvenile judge, according to certain juvenile authority 
estimates! 

5. The cost of crime committed by juveniles each year 
is estimated at FOUR BILLION DOLLARS! 

In our particular area these national figures are not holding 
true, but the point is we can very easily achieve the national 
average if we do nothing toward reducing the growth in teen 
offenses. Adults and parents MUST put forth more effort con- 
cerning teen behavior. Here are some suggestions we feel may 
be helpful: 

1. Know your teen’s friends better. 

2. Know where your teen is at night. Check to see that 
he goes where he says he’s going now and then. (This

This can do nothing more than add to an already un- 
pleasant situation. We surely don’t detain a teen because we 
like to “pick on kids.’’ Any adult who thinks this has alrezuy 
thrown up a mental roadblock that will keep his teen from 
straightening out in the future. 

Please remember, we in this department are here for many 
reasons and one of the most important of these {s to help teens 
stay out of trouble. But, we must have the help of each and 
every parent to achieve this goal !

“Out of sight, out of mind” 
is a good old cliche that can 
have several meanings de 
pending on how you punctu- 
ate it. For example, during 
sloppy winter months, it’s a 
Wise driver who makes sure 
he can see clearly in fair 
weather or foul. To be “out 
of sight’ is to be out of your 
mind. 

So, check windshield wipers 
frequently. If the rubber is 
flabby or the blades don't 
sweep clean, replace them im- 


mediately. Remember wiper, 


blades deteriorate more from 
the elements than théy do 
from use, 

Surprisingly, windshield 
wipers are said to be among 
the most neglected parts of 
a car, yet they cost so little 
to replace, and are so impor- 
tant to visibility, 

Also if you have a new car 
with the wipers recessed 
under a ledge “out of sight” 
keep them in mind to be 
checked when ever you buy 
gas. Then you won't be in 
trouble come snow or sleet. 

Window flushing or squirt- 
ing systems also should be 
checked regularly. Make sure 
the nozzles are aimed righ. 
and the reservoir is full. If 
you are driving in a freezing 
area make sure the antifreeze 
liquid is harmless to paint 
finishes, 

Another aspect of safe 
winter driving emphasized by 
experts is to drive with head- 
lights on day or night in bad 
weather. Many commercial 
fleet operators require that 
drivers keep lights on at all 
driving times. Even in sunny 
Florida where heat haze 
sometimes forms on long 
stretches of flat highways, 
it’s a safety factor to drive 
with headlights on at all 
times. 

This also means checking 
that “out of sight” battery. 
Winter driving calls for more 
battery capacity to start your 
car in cold weather and keep 
lights burning longer. So, 
don’t count on summer per- 
formance in the winter. 


You know how easy it is to 
get carried away by a good 
idea. But sometimes that 
good idea has its limitations. 
too. For example, everybody 
seems to be on a recycling 
kick these days. 

However, the City of Los 
Angeles has found that re- 
cycling could be a 2-million- 
dollar exercise in futility. An 
extensive survey for the city 
council found that it would 
cost the city $3 million a veav 
to collect and handle 100,000 
tons of household-segregated 
newspapers. But selling the 
tonnage to recycling mills 
would return a third of this. 

Not only would that cost 
taxpayers $2 million, but it 
would replace 100,000 tons 
of waste paper being recycled 
from other sources. The mills 
doing the recycling say they 
have as much waste paper as 
they can handle now, and no 
markets are in sight. 

The report, which was sup- 
ervised by sanitary engineer 
Charles Imel, states that the 
real problem is control of en- 
vironmental litter rather than 
the waste of our resources. It 
also recommends sanitary 
landfill as a more economical 
solution and one that creates 
valuable land for parks and 
recreational centers as well. 

Mr. Ime! says, “Emotional 
and symbolic gestures offer 
no solutions for the complex 
problems of waste disposal.”
